Among the armies of the world 
Russia ranks first in man-power, 
having more than 18,000,000 sold¬ 
iers. The United States ranks 
seventeenth, with 439,189. Nation¬ 
al Commander Hayes says that 
if we are ready to fight, we 
won’t have to.” The National De¬ 
fense Committee also favors the 
abolition of every Army post, 
military and naval station not 
necessary to adequate prepard- 
ness for a National emergency. 

In the West are to be found 
army posts established in the 
days of Indian raids, and still 
maintained years after the reason 
for their existence has disap¬ 
peared. Along the Atlantic Coast 
are naval stations dating from 
the days when these points were 
many days sail apart. The com¬ 
mittee recommends that these ob¬ 
solete defenses be abandoned, and 
that sufficient money be expend¬ 
ed to place really necessary posts 
and stations in good condition. 
Another recommendation relates 
to modernizing and motorizing 
the Army and National Guard. 

This program for National de¬ 
fense, the Legion and Auxiliary 
hope to see favorably considered 
during the present session of 
Congress.

The site chosen is located 
about a mile northeast of the 
plant Joseph Smoot partially con¬ 
structed last year, and north of 
the Arcadia balloon school, where 
the famed "Lucky" Baldwin race 
track was located. Collapse of 
the east bank of the old track 
during the recent storm, releas¬ 
ing several acre feet of water, 
and causing irreparable damage 
to potato crops on the ranch, 
was one of the convincing rea¬ 
sons for abanding the old site. 

It was also pointed out that 
the new site provided three high¬ 
ways for the handling of truffic, 
while the old site had only two. 
With a background of the Sierra 
Madre mountains the million 
dollar plant promises to eclipse 
all other in the United States in 
scenic beauty. 

There was keen competition for 
the first permit in Southern Cali¬ 
fornia, both from applicants 
seeking to locate on the Baldwin 
ranch. Lou Smith, from Houston, 
Texas, and Fred Wilkie, of Los 
Angeles, presented a check for 
$10,000, with a letter requesting 
a permit, for the Southern Cali¬ 
fornia Jockdy Club, and agree¬ 
ing to file a bond for $100,000. 
The Commission returned the 
check, with a statement that it 
would be glad to consider any 
application filed, but it must be 
complete, rather than in the 
shape of an informal letter. 

Lou Smith is one of the lead¬ 
ing racing promoters in America. 
He has conducted racing at Mon¬ 
treal, Rockingham Park, New 
Hampshire, and at Epsom Downs, 
Texas. Upon his arrival in Los 
Angeles he looked over the Santa 
Anita property. 

"It is the most beautiful set¬ 
ting for a race track I have ever 
seen," he said. Smith’s Jockey 
Club has not announced a defi¬ 
nite site, but it is hardly likely 
that lie will choose a plot near 
to the Turf Club plant. 

Under the law there can be 
100 days of racing a year in Los 
Angeles county. If Smith acquires 
a permit in this county he will 
divide the time with the Arcadia 
track. If a permit is issued to 
him in the Long Beach area in 
Orange county both his club and 
the one on the Baldwin ranch 
would be intitled to 100 days of 
racing each.

Drastic reductions in expendi¬ 
tures promise to seriously inter¬ 
fere with the educational system 
in the State, the State depart¬ 
ment being forced to "the altar 
of penny-wise economy," by elim¬ 
inating many essentials. The peo¬ 
ple must reconsider the needs of 
the schools in order to save their 
efficiency, say.- the State Depart¬ 
ment of Education in a statement 
just issued. 

During the year 1932-1933 the 
cost per pupil in average daily 
attendance in elementary schools 
was $86.40, a sum less than at 
any time during the last 10 
years. A similar situation exists 
for California high schools and 
junior colleges, compared with 
the year 1924-25.
